ſerved the frequent Accounts, or Con- 
ſidered the Parts of Trade; we could 
not have ſuffer d; (let the Time be 
called Peace or War) we having Ships 
of Protection enough to make us

THE Publick Papers that have in- 
timated to us when and where our Ships 
were taken, being too many to trouble 
our Readers with ; therefore we ſhall 
only Obſerve from ſome Liſts, &c. 
The Firſt Liſt that came to our View, was. 
71 which were taken between the Months 
of October 1723. and the 3d of 
September 1725. delivered to a proper 
Officer of the Admiralty” 
Secondly, By printed Accounts in 
ſeveral Daily Papers, (without men- 
tioning thoſe from the Craftſman, 
Miſt or Fog) we obſerve (ſince the 
above Date) Accounts of 129 taken; 
which make 200. Beſides 3

that are complained of in general; 
by Letters from Virginia, Carolina, 
Jamaica and Barbadoes, which only 


ſay that Ships have been taken in 
their Latitudes, on their Coaſts, and 


near their Ports; which may Rea- 


ſonably, at leaſt make the Number 220. 
But we ſhall reckon but 200, altho 


thoſe are not the leaſt Places of our 


Trade in America. Which Trade is the 
nioſt Advantagious in the World, to all 


the Europian Nations. It is that Trade 


that has lifted Spain, Portugal, France, 
Holland and Great Britain to their preſent 
Hcight; and ſhould either of theſe Nations 
loofe that Trade, they would directly 
become an Inſignificant People. 
WAs it not ſaid, that it we could 
ſtop the Spaniſh Riches, we ſhould make 
our own Terms with Spain? (and when 
they have them, may they not do the 
like with us.) Was it not on account of 
making good Terms with Spain, that 
the Nation was at the Charge of Ad- 
miral Hofers Squadron? but who 
but us would have ſent them (com-

der his firſt Loſt. Could we pre- 


vaile with ſome of our Great Men 


to make Adventures further than 
| Change-Alley; we ſhould have a 
greater Care taken of our Foreign 

Parts of Trade. Or were the ſufferings 
of the Subject-to come to the know-

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n the Spaniſh Ships

we may expect it to be amended. 

IS it not ſurpriſing, that we ſhould 
have 5 times as many Ships of War 
at all times in America, as all the 
aboveſaid Nations (except at this time 
when we have a deſire they ſhould 
bring their Riches Home) yet we ſhould | 
have '2O” times as many Ships taken 
as all thoſe Nations. We have alſo

1000 Hhds. and thoſe to weigh 5 
hundred pounds per Hhd. at 6 pence 
ber pound Duty to the Crown at Im- 
portation; that is 20 thouſand pounds 
to the King; and ſay 3 pence per 
pound to the Owner, that is 10 thou- 
ſand pounds to the Merchant; and 
ſuch a Ship cannot be worth leſs than 
4. thouſand pounds; which makes the 
Value of one Ship 34 thoutand pounds; 
At this Computation the amount of 
that Fleet was 11 Millions and 2 
thouſand pounds, (as much worth as 
the Spaniſh Fleet.) We will compute it

twenty Men to a Ship, one with another, 
that will make eight thouſand Seamen: 
It was ſaid we loſt out of Admiral 


' Hofter's Squadron, two Flags, four Cap- 


rains, fifteen Lieutenants, and four thou- 
land Scamen ; all of which, has been 
chiefly owing to hard Uſage or want of 


Motion! Theſe Things conſidered, we 


hope it will make ſome Impreſſion on us 
to conſider what muſt have become of the 
gr eateſt Part of twelve thouſand Families. 
Another Conſideration ſeems. to ſur- 
prize us, that is the little Notice that hath 
therto been taken of theſe Things, 
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jects. Our Loſſes have been the 
Spaniards Gain, and cauſed ſuch pyrati- | 
cal Creatures to multiply, and our want 
Of Reſentment, to continue. Our Loſſes 
muſt have put us Backward in the Bal. 
lancc of our Trade, and greatly leſſen- 
ed the Demands of our Manufactures 
and Produdtions; oe 
We are a ſmall Company of ruin'd 
Adventurers, who, as ſaid before, have 
Leave, by a Proverb, to ſpeak; and 
if what we have ſaid, may be of 
any Uſe in order to make the Briti/h 
Trade ſaſe in Time to come, we ſhall 
not loſe our Aim. We have 
Traded to Barbadoes, the Carrible 
fands, Famaica, &. and by being WW, 
ſeveral Times taken, We are ſpoilled, as 
to the Merchandizeing Part, without 
Hopes of Reparation.

Ships, is enough to confute all that 
can be ſaid concerning it. Are not 
the Complaints from Virginia, Caro- 
lina, Jamaica, and Barbadoes, of their 
infeſting their Coaſt, their taking our 
Ships in thoſe Latitudes, and near 
thoſe Lands ſufficient Evidences) Al- 
lo, (as by a particular Account) the 
$haniards have taken two hundred 
ninety one Negroes of the Ifland of 
Jamaica, and done more than one 
hundred thouſand Pounds Damage to 
the Engliſo on Land, (which may be 
particularly made out,) in the 

moſt actual Time of Peace, and all 
by the Guarda Coſtas. Theſe Things 
are made Publick in order to animate 
our Superiors; to prevail with them 
(if poſſible) to be more Thoughtful 

of the Trading Part of the Nation. 
Suppoſe the King of Spain, who 
ſhews himſelf unwilling to be of a 
Pacifick Temper ſhould, upon the 
arrival of his Money, Arm 30 Ships 
of War, which he can certainly do, 
. and 


and Attack Gibraltar Violently by Sea and 
Land; then we apprehend may afluredly 
_ rakeit before we can Relieve it;we having 

but few Ships in Commiſſion; neither 
can we, with all the Charge, and 
putting a full ſtop to Trade, Man 
ſo many Ships of War in Fifteen 
Days, in which Time, by a Violent 
Attack, we think he may take it. Alſo, tho 
a Number of Ships might be Manned 
yet it will be Twent7 Days and 
more before they can get thither; 
and if France, thould, with Twenty 
Sail, go to Port Mabon inſtead ol 
Tripoli, and take that, Then all 
we gained by that Long and Ex 
penſive War is gone; and our Ships 
may wander about the Straits and 
have no Aarbour to go into. The 
French are as much againſt our having 
the abovelaid Two Places as Spain; 
and letting them take it, may be 
one Way of giving it up. We ſhall 
fay no more at this Time: But it 
any Objection be made againſt any 
thing we have ſaid, (it being gs
